In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.11 1, 1,135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued that Zdeblick et al. does not disclose a body lumen 
occlusion device, but rather a bone fusion device. The examiner asserted that the space E in Figures 13c-13d of 
Zdeblick et al. comprises a body lumen that is occluded, albeit incompletely occluded, by device 10, and therefore 
reads on the claim limitation. The applicant also argued that the openings in the device of Zdeblick et al. are for the 
purpose of bone growth rather than a means for extrusion of the biological bonding agent, as recited in Claims 29 and 
34. The examiner asserted that the device of Zdeblick et al. is formed of a porous material that allows a bonding 
agent, which is conducive to fusion of the bone bonding into the device, to leach out of the pores or openings, and 
therefore reads on the claim limitation. The examiner suggested limitations regarding the complete occlusion of the 
body lumen in the present invention that distinguishes over the incomplete occlusion of Zdeblick et al. The proposed 
amendments will require further consideration and/or search . 
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
